A MILITARY DISPLAY IN CHINA. 

Shanghai, Sept. 12, 1850. 

A Chinese military review is not one of 
the least singular sights in this singular 
country. You have not now to be inform¬ 
ed for the first time, of the extremely awk¬ 
ward and ludicrous appearance of a Chin¬ 
ese soldier. To begin with his head—he 
wears upon it a hat or cap, whatever you 
please to call it, of conical shape, having a 
tuft of horse-hair, dyed red and fastened 
on the top and hanging down its sides. In 
full dress uniform, he wears a clumsy quil¬ 
ted garment, wadded with cotton. It ex; 
tends below the knees, arid on the back is 
a large round patch of white, which; has 
inserted upon it, in flaming red, the char¬ 
acter signifying ‘bravery.’ T'hjs of course 
is best seen by the enemy when be runs, 
and they have never failed to display it by 
turning their backs in every engagement 
with foreign troops.
